1. 2017-01 G TIP Thomas Troxell recommended application be approved and submitted for participation

in the Transition in Place Program up to $10,000 that provides up to six month housing assistance
and supportive services. The Committee recommended if applicant does not get approved for TIP,
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the applicant receive six months of rent and southwest gas only. Anthony Irby seconded the motion,
and the motion carried unanimously.

2. 2016-02 E Anthony Irby moved to recommend application be approved as requested for assistance
with three months of mortgage and auto payments only. The Committee recommended applicant
reduce personal spending. Stanley Zeitz seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously.

3. 2016-08 G TIP Stanley Zeitz recommended application be approved and submitted for participation in
the Transition in Place Program up to $10,000 that provides up to six month housing assistance and
supportive services. Anthony Irby recommended applicant apply for disability compensation. Thomas
Troxell seconded the maotion, and the motion carried unanimously.
